DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment and response filed on 8/12/2008 lias been entered and 
overcomes the rejections of the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 and 23-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding, 
independent claims 1 and 12, the prior art of record neither shows not suggest an 
apparatus for generating UV radiation comprised of, in part, a pair of waveguides each 
directly coupling a respective one of said pair of magnetrons to said microwave 
chamber, along with the rest of the limitations of the claim(s). 

Regarding independent claim 29, the prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggest a method for generating ultraviolet radiation from a plasma bulb mounted 
longitudinally within a microwave chamber, comprising: generating microwave energy 
waves from at least two sources; and directly coupling the microwave energy waves into 
the microwave chamber for creating microwave energy waves longitudinally within the 
microwave chamber that excite the plasma bulb to emit ultraviolet radiation from the 
chamber. 

Due to their dependency, the remaining claims are necessarily allowable.
